DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/25/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding the date of the "XML Example" document, on the same page of 
the document at http://www.comptechdoc.org/independent/web/xml/guide/ 
xslexample.html, there is a menu bar on the left side, which lists item 1. Introduction. 
By clicking that link, you are redirected to the introduction page for this XML Example at 
http://www.comptechdoc.org/independent/web/xml/guideA which lists the date of 
preparation on September 21 , 2001 , which is prior to the filing date of this application. 

Regarding the art, the Examiner does note that the XML Example reference is 
using the XSL stylesheet as described in the applicant's background. However, the 
claims do not seem to distinguish the applicant's invention from the known usage of 
XML files with XSL stylesheets. The argument is that the applicant's invention contains 
a data map, and that the cited references do not teach or suggest such a data map. 
However, the idea of the data map is to identify and format various tags in an XML file, 
which is also the goal of the XSL stylesheet. While the Examiner understands that the 
data map is not necessarily a stylesheet, their functionalities seem similar and the 
claims as presented do not distinguish a data map from an xsl stylesheet, since both 
match tag information (such as TITLE) and then apply a certain format to the matched 
tag information. The rejection from the previous office action dated Feb. 24, 2006 is 
maintained.
